Russia Paving the Way for the Seiz- 
ure of Constantinople. 


ALL EUROPE WATCHING THE TURN OF 
EVENTS IN TURKEY. 


Two Important Questions in Which That 
Country Prominently Figures — True 
Significance of the Dardanelles Inci- 
dent— Treaty Rights in China — The 
Next Pope Must Be Italian. 


Paris, Sept. 5.—There is no doubt that the 
attention of Europe is at the present moment 
again painfully concentrated upon Turkey. 
The luckless country is at presenta promi- 
nent factor in two important questions, both 
dangerous enough to furnish the spark which 
may light the torch of war in Europe—the 
pardanelles incident and the question of the 
evacuation of Egypt. The latter having more 
direct and absorbing interest to France 
is the most commented upon here. The 
newspapers of this city refer dt length to the 
report circulating im official circles, the sub- 
stance of which is that the first act of the 
new Turkish Cabinet will be to bring forward 
the question of the evacuation of Egypt by 
the troops of Great Britain. It is also 
rumored in the same circles that the Porte 
will, practically speaking at the same time, 
address a circular to the powers announcing 
that it does not intend to modify the treaties 
effecting the passage by foreign warships of 
the Straits of the Dardanelies. 

Russia’s demands in connection with the 
detention of her volunteer warships were 
classed as so arrogant that the Weener Allege- 
meine Zeitung of Vienna characterized Russia’s 
action In the matter asa direct provocation 

to England and the other friendly powers. 

The main Dardanelles question does not 
center so much upon the Moskowa’s deten- 
tion going and coming from Viadivostock as 
cpon the similar delaying of the Kostroma, 
another vessel of the Volunteer fleet, prac- 
tically a transport returning from 
Kamaschatka with troops on board. This 
stoppage took place while the Russian 
Ambassador, M. De Nelidof, was still 
insisting upon an apology and indemnity for 
the delay forced upon the Moskowa. The re

NICARAGUA’S REVOLT. 


FURTHER DETAILS OF THE RECENT INSURREC- 
TION AT GRANADA. 

New Ton, Sept.5.—Mr. Ramon Velez of 
the Revista Popular of this city has receiveda 
letter from his agent in Granada, Nicaragua, 
which states that the Chief of Police and a 
number of his soldiers were shot during the 
riot in that city of Aug. 23, that more than 
fifty of the citizen rioters were either kflied 
or wounded. He says that the five persons 
who were suspected of a movement against 
the Government, ex- President Chamorro, ex- 
President Lavala, Anselmo Rivas, Director 
of the Nicaraguans and Senors Enrique, Guz- 
man and J. D. Rodiriguez, were imprisoned 
in the barracks. The rioters included a rum- 
ber of prominent citizens. They were armed 
with rifesand and attacked the barracks, 
fring on the garrison. The soldiers repelled 
the attack, however, losing several killed. 
On Aug. 2% five suspected revolutionists were 
tried, found guilty and condemned to perpet- 
ual exile with the warning that they would 
be — septa’ shot if found on Nicaraguan 
soil. ‘ 


TREATY RIGHTS. 


THE CHINESE GOVERNMENT MUST BE COM- 
PELLED TO RESPECT THEM. 

Lorpow, Sept. 5,—Commenting on a state- 
ment cabled to this city from Shanghai, and 
purporting to give the views of the educated 
classes of Chinese in regard to foreign mis- 
sionaries, and demanding the withdrawal of 
the foreign missions from Chinese territory, 
which it is claimed have utterly failed in the 
objects they were intended to accomplish 
and only tend to foment revolt, the Times to- 
Gay says: ‘*The lesson to be drawn is that a 
liberal treatment of China is useless. Eu- 
rope should inflexibly and sternly insist upon 
the observance of treaty rights, and thus 
avoid irritating, fussy naval displays. 

e are glad to believe that this is the 
view now held by the Foreign Office.’’ 

The Morning Advertiser says: A nation 
(China) which occupies towards foreigners 
such an intellectual standpoint as this can 
hardly be brought to a desirable frame of 
mind by diplomatic remonstrances.’’ 

The Post, commenting upon the same ques- 
tion, expresses the opinion that ‘‘itis evi- 
Gent equally from the inherent strength of 
the Chinese as from their manifest weakness 
that a trifling policy is the worst that can be 
adopted. Europe must prepare either to en- 
force or to renounce her treaty rights.’’

The Injured Ship Safely Anchored to the 
Darth by an Attachment and a Mort- 
gage—It Cannot Be Repaired Until Ob- 
ligations Are Satisfied—More Interest- 
ing Facts About the Affair.

Perils to Be Faced by the Peary Polar 
Expedition, 


THE PARTY WILL BE LOST IF RELIEF Is 
NOT SENT OUT. 


Biunders in the Plan Laid Before the Phil- 
adelphia Academy—What the Returned 
Vovagers in the Kite Say of the Pros- 
pect of the Ideutemant’s Success— 
Where the Explorers Are. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 6.—The members 
of the West Greenland expedition that 
traveled with Lieut. Peary a part of the way 
into the frozen north, who have returned to 
this city, say that unless rescued by a relief 
expedition Lieut. Peary and his entire party 
will never be heard of again. 

There were eight in the company that landed 
at Baltimore yesterday from the steamship 
Nova Scotian from St. Johns, New Bruns- 
wick, They were sent by the Academy of 
Natural Science to investigate the geology, 
botany and biology of Western Greenland. 
Dr. Robert N. Keeley, one of the party, 
says: ‘‘Our expedition was entirely dis- 
tinct from Lieut. Peary’s. He went in- 
tending to push to the furthest point 
north yet reached by man. We went merely 
to study the west coast of Greenland and 
bring back specimens. We were exceedingly 
successful, but every member of our party, I 
believe, considers the situation of Peary and 
the seven companions he now has as most 
perilous. He is about six hundred miles north 
of Upernavik, the Danish town which trading 
vessels reach about once a year. His idea 
when we left him was to push several hun- 
dred miles northward towards the pole and 
get back to Upernavik by Aug. 1 next. 

in the first place Northern Upernavik 
stretches into Melville Bay, which has always 
baffled navigators. We, in our little barken- 
tine the Kite, were for three weeks packed in 
the ice of the bay and had given up all hope 
of getting through when it finally opened up. 
But we brought back the Kite with us, and 
Peary will have to depend on his whaleboat 
to get him south. 

ORIGIN OF THE EXEDITION. 

The general verdict now is that from the 
start the expedition was based on miscon- 
ception and misinformation. Peary some 
years ago made a trip to Godhavn, on Disco 
Island, where he penetrateda long distance 
into the interior of Greenland over the ice cap 
in which that country is buried. This gave 
him the idea of taking a similar excursion 
over the ice cap in a more remote region, with 
a view to determine the northern extremity of 
Greenland, the position of which has never 
been ascertained. Some scientists think that 
Greenland extends to above 8 deg. north; 
others are convinced that it reaches 350 miles 
further, or to the pole itself. Peary went 
north to find out which party is right, his 
own opinion being that about 8% deg. north is 
its extreme limit. Peary took his scheme to 
the Academy of Natural Sciences im Phila- 
Gelphia, an institution which backed 
the arctic explorer Kane, and which 
has always been lLUberal in raising funds 
for the settlement of scientific prob- 
lems. To them heargued that H his party 
could reach Whale Sound, in about latitude 
77 deg. 30 min. north, a trip over the ice cap 
in the following springand a subsequent re- 
treatto Danish Greenland in whale boats 
would be easy. All he wanted was some 
backing forthe equipment and transporta- 
tion north of his party. Once there the ex- 
ploration and the return would take care of 
themselves. The experiences of the Kite 
convinced all on board that Peary somehow 
or other had got the thing wrong end 
foremost and that after all his troubles are to 
be the same as those of all other explorefs, 
who have found that getting back 
is the hardest part of it. At present 
the Peary expedition stands in this position: 
They are encamped ina desolate and almost 
inaccessible region with the task before them 
of making a trip next spring #0 miles north 
into a region also probably inaccessible, and 
then coming back and finding themselves no 
better off than they were before. In other 
words they have calmly undertaken todo in 
a few short months two tasks, either one of 
which ordinary people would consider impos- 
sible. If they take the northern trip over the 
ice-cap and cannot get back starvation 
awaits them. If they do get back and then 
tall at making the trip south to ctviligation 
the same fate may be theirs.

BULLING’S PISTOL. 


How the Murderer Secured the Weapon 
Yet a Mystery. 
SAVANNAH, Mo., Sept. 


quest ion in everyone’s lips is who gave the 
murderer the pistol by meansof which he 
came so near carrying out his oft uttered 
boast that he would never grace a scaffold. 
This question has not yet been satisfactorily 
answered. The immediate arrest of the 
clergyman who was with Bulling when the 
shots were fired, leads, of course, to the be- 
lief that the Sheriff had grounds for his 
action. But aside from this nothing is known 
— will go toward fastening the act upon 

m. 

Many people believe the weapon was given 
Bulling by the man who has been most inti- 
mate with him since his last confinement 
here. This man’s name is Harriman, an in- 
mate of the jail, held for passing bogus coin. 
He has been treated as a ‘‘trusty,’’ and for 
some time has actedas errand messenger 
for the wife murderer. Harriman, 
of course, denies all knowledge of 
how or where the pistol was obtained. 50 
the case rests at present. The Sherif and 
other jail officials refuse to tell what inform- 
ation they have in regard to the matter. 
The details of yesterday’s horror are told as 
follows: The events occurred too late for the 
transmission of the news for the regular edi- 
tion of the Post-DisPaTcH: 

When 2 o’clock came Bulling begged the 
Sheriff for another short respite, which was 
granted, and the murderer and Rev. 
Lavake were left alone together. The voice 
of the minister could be heard in prayer 
when suddenly three shots rang out. The 
Sheriff and guards rushed into thecell and 
found Bulling and the preacher 
lying on the floor. The minister 
was unhurt, having fainted, but Bulling was 
wounded badly, having in some way secured 
a pistol and shot himself twice. One of the 
bullets had passed through his body. An- 
other slight wound was inflicted. The third 
ball flew wild. 

One version is that after shooting himself 
through the body he aimed to shoot the min- 
ister but missed him. One of the guards 
claims to have heard Bulling say, Bro. 
Lavake, you must die too.“ 

The minister states that he was on his knees 
praying, with his eyes closed, when Bulling 
shot himself. The second shot he thinks was 
caused by the contraction of Builing’s 
muscles, without any attempt to injure him, 
and the third was an accidental discharge. 

Bulling was carried tothe gallows with the 
blood pouring from his wounds, his clothes, 
hands and face smeared and curses and bDias- 
phemy escaping from his lips. He was placed 
on a chair on the gallows, the blood oozing 
from his shoes. He was supported by four 
deputies as the noose was adjusted, and as 
the trap was sprung he uttered a shriek for 
mercy. After the execution Rev. Lavake was 
placed under arrest on suspicion of having 
given Bulling the pistol.

WEATHER SIGNALS. 


THE CODE APPROVED BY THE BUREAU 
AT WASHINGTON. 


Mr. r. Berry Smith of Fayetteville the 
First Missourian to Apply to the Lo- 
cal Office for the Daily Reports—Local 
Observers Indorse the System—Federal 
Building News. 


The universal approval of the system of 
weather signals by means of engine whistles 
is very surprising and indicates the practical 
nature of the scheme. The plan was hardly 
broached when Mr. T. Berry Smith, an en- 
terprising citizen of Fayetteville, Mo., made 
application to the Weather Bureau at Wash- 
ington to have the indications sent to him 
from the local office. He stated that it was his 
object to announce the daily report at noon 
each day by signals from the steam whistle of 
his mill. The Chief of the Weather Bureau 
sent instructions to the local bureau in ac- 
cordance with Mr. Smith’s request; but the 
communication was only received yesterday, 
and as the office has not been sending re- 
ports to Fayetteville, the observer could not 
send them now without receiving authority 
from Washington, which must always be 
received before indications are sent out. 
Observor Lawton said to-day that he 
had received no official notice of the 
code, and was waiting for information on 
the subject Washington. The code, 
however, has put in practice at some of 
the Eastern stations.and is as follows: 

THE CODE. 

The warning signal to attract at tention 
will be a long blast from fifteen to twenty 
seconds duration. After this warning signal 
has been sounded, long blasts (of from four 
to six seconps duration) refer to weather,and 
short blasts (of from one to three seconds du - 
ration) refer to temperature; those for 
weather to be sounded first: 

One long biast indicates fair weather. 

Two long b gy 

One short biast indicates lower temperature. 

Two short blasts indicate higher temperature.

INTERPRETATION OF COMBINATION BLASTS. 

One tong blast indicates fair w er, stationary 
temperature. 

Two long blasts indicate rain or snow, stationary 
temperature. 

One long and one short indicate fair weather, lower 
temperature. 

Two longand two short indicate rain or snow, 


higher temperature. 
ne long and three short indicate fair weather, cold 


wave. 
Three long and two short indicate local rains, high- 
er tem rature. 

(By repeating each combination a few 


times, with an interval of ten seconds be- 
tween, possibilities of error in reading the 
forecasts will be avoided, such as may arise 
from variable winds or failure to hear the 
warning signal). 

It will be seen that the code is very explicit, 
and gives full information on the state of the 
weather and also of the temperature. 

THE SUCCESS SIGNALS. 

Of course there will be some private codes. 
In fact, the Bush Milling Co. of Seymour, 
Ind., write that they have been using 
a code known as the ‘‘success signals,’’ 
for some time past. Their codeis not s0 ex- 
tensive as the official one, but it is neverthe- 
less a very good one. 

A warning signal to indicate that the regu- 
lar indications are abouttobe sounded is 
givenevery morning at llo’clock. It is four 
short blasts. The indication biasts follow. 
One long dlast is fair weather; two short 
blasts followed dy one long one, indicates 
fair weather and warmer; one long biast and 
two short biasts is the signal for fair weather 
and colder; two long Dilasts is rain or snow, 
and three long blasts predicts a cold wave. 
The code has been very successful, The local 
observers are enthusiastic over the scheme, 
and Assistant Observer Herndon proclaims 
himself one of its most earnest advocates.

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THE PRESHYTERIAN CREED. 
Meeting of the Committee Appointed to 
Prepare It. 


New YorK, Sept. 5.—The Committee on 
denomina- 


session of the committee. The three previous 
sessions were held in New York City. It may 
be ten years before the work is completed, as 
the idea is to get up a short concise creed to 
express the concensus of opinion in eighty- 
one Presbyterian bodies that will suppie- 
ment, not supplant, the special creed of 
each. Some Presbyterians subscribe to 
the Westminster confession, others to the 
Heidelberg confession, still 

Augsberg confession, All are Calvanistic 
and all maintain a form of government 
designated as presbyterian. The frst use of 
the creed will be in the missionary delds and 
in the settlements where Presbyterians com- 
ing together are divided by fine distinctions 
into small bodies. Another use will be to 
supply a popular creed for the 2,500,000 Pres- 
byterians in the United States. A third idea 
will be to supply the converted Brahamists 
and Buddhists of the East with a plain state- 
ment of the Calvanistic doctrines. 

Of the eighty-one organizations the chief 
are the two Presbyterian Churches of the 
North and the South in the United States, the 
United Presbyterians, the Dutch Reformed, 
the two Scotch Churches, and the Evangel- 
ical Oalvanistic Churches of Ireland, England. 
Wales, Holland, Germany, France and Aus- 
tralia. 3 

THE COMMITTEE. 

The committee established communication 
with fifty-one of these organizations. Some 
ofthe churches authorized co-operation in 
formulating a creed. Several have declined 
for the present to take action. These are the 
Presbyterian Churches South, the United 
Presbyterian Church of North America, the 
Presbyterian Church of Ireland and the Re- 
formed Presbyterian Church of Scotland. 

The committee was appointed by the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly of 1890. It was 
made up as follows: Rev.

cal Seminary, Cincinnati, O.; 

John DeWitt of McCormick Theological Sem- 
inary, Chicago; Rev. Dr. Francis Brown of 
Union Theological Seminary, New Tork; Rev. 
Dr. Benjamin Warfield of Princeton Theolog- 
ical Seminary, New Jersey, resigned; 
Rev. Dr. Howard Crosby of New 
York, deceased; Eider Henry Day 
of Dr. John Hall’s Church, New York; 
Elder Robert N. Wilson of the Albert Barnes 
Church, Philadelphia, and Eider E. FP. Durant 
of Albany. To Dr. Crosby’s place the Rev. 
Dr. Charlies A. Dickey, pastor of the Albert 
Barnes Church, was appointed, and in place 
of Dr. Warfield was named Rev. Dr. John T. 
Dumeld of Princeton College. Of the com- 
mittee Urs. Brown, Moore and Dickey, and 
Elders Ray and Wilson are known as liberals. 
They are Briggs men and favor a sweeping 
revision of the church standards of faith and 
prayer. The others are conservatives, Dut 
since revision has been ordered they are for 
revision toa limited extent. They are against 
Dr. Briggs. The working force of the com- 
mittee is anti-Briggs, anti-revision. Dr. 
Brown is abroad and Lawyer Day is sick. Dr. 
Dickey and Elder Wilson are not in attend- 
ance at Spring Lake Beach. 

As the complementary creed is about oom 
plete in a tentative form, it may be supposed 
to reflect the opinions of the minority. This 
creed will go before the next general assem- 
bly in Portland, Ore,, next May. It will not 
be cast by this committee in the mould of the 
Aposties’ creed, nor of the nicene creed. 
Such a creed as thisis what Dr. Briggs and 
his friends want. 

The committee fs preparing a creed that 
will be more like a syllabus of the Westmin- 
ster confession, stating in general terms the 
dogmas of John Calvin and set off into about 
twenty-four sections. Itis possible that be- 
fore the eighty-one churches have done with 
this concensus creed it may have lost its Cal - 
vanistic character and sectional form. 

REVISING THE APOSTLES’ CREED. 

The committee is also engaged in revising 
the Aposties’ creed. Presbyterian parents 
are required by the church to teach their 
children the creed. Two phrases have be- 
come obnoxious to many christians, and the 
last general assembly suggested strik- 
ing them out. They are He decended into 
nell, and ‘*The holy cathoiic church. 
The first is objectionable to Presbyterians be- 
cause it seems to be in line with the theories 
of a purgatory or of a second probation. The 
second contains the word catholic, which is 
confounded with the name Roman Catholic 
Church. The committee is to see whether 
the word ‘‘universal’’ should not be substi- 
tuted for catholic, 

Dr. John DeWitt of Chicago was appointed 
a sub- committee to prepare a report on these 
two phrases to be submitted tothe committee 
at its fall session. By that time Secretary 
Roberts expects to have responses from 
others of the elghty-one Presbyterian bodies.

Secretary Howard’s Address to the Spin- 
ners’ Union. 

Fatt River, Mass., Sept. 5&.—Secretary 
Howard of the S&pianers’ Union to-day issued 
a call for a special meeting of spinners, to be
